“VA is receiving hundreds of 
enrollment papers on which vet- 
erans fail to give their full name, 
‘complete address or claim num- 
ber,” according to Robert P. 
Shields, San Francisco regional 
VA manager. 

On many enrollment papers 
the handwriting is so poor that 
it cannot be read. Shields urged 
veterans to print the information.
